The Dry-Dock 

To somo tho subjeut may bo dry. To 
others threadbare. Yet to nil it is one of 
vital importance). It is ft mnttor of his- 
tory bow that tho present Government 
bavo sought to uso it (na tho Premier 
bonats that ho uaoa men) for tho further- 
ance of tboir own selfish purposes. It 
will bo still within the reader's recollec- 
tion how, during lust session, tho Fro- 
mier flaunted hisjgroat sliam dock scheme, 
how ho assured tho House, that ho was in 
a position authoritatively to state that tho 
Doniiuion Govornmont stood ready to ac- 
q-iieiseo in tho highly wrought scheme 
and undertake tho dock as a Federal work. 
At tho very time, however, that tho Pre- 
mier was misleading a too gullible Par- 
liament with these nialoflde assurances, 
tho senior representative of this commu- 
nity in tho Federal Parliament had ascer- 
tained that tho Dominion Government 
would decline to do anything of tho kind. 
"We have before us copies of correspon- 
dence wheroiu every argument wn3 ex- 
hausted for tho purpose of inducing that 
Government to take up the work as a Fed- 
eral ori3 or bet*; r lh) guarantee 10 as 
to enable the Province to have it carried 
out thereunder; and wo have tho result, 
conveying, in language laconic and em- 
phatic, tho information that the Govern- 
ment could not ask Parliament to improve 
the terms, but they would bo prepared to 
capitalize the interest and pay over to the 
Province its cash value ia a lump sum to 
be nvailablo either in aid of such a dock 
as the treaty contemplated or in construc- 
ting such nnono as niightcomo within the 
scope of our ability. Tho reader will 
thus observe how hypocritical was tho 
flchomo and howuttorly unjustifiable were 
the assurances given by tho Premier. In 
urging any scheme upon the House, it 
was the manifest duty of tho Government 
to be well informed as to its feasibility; 
and in this instance they wero strongly 
urged to set all doubtatrestby telegraph- 
ing to Ottawa. They not only declined 
to do that, but they refused to accept the 
very wise suggestion of tiie senior mem- 
ber- for Esquimalt to have something 
practical to fall back upon in the event 
of their grand scheme falling through. 
Locking at the matter in tho light of sub- 
sequent developments, it is, indeed, dilli- 
cult to escape the conclusion that the 
sham dock scheme was concocted by a 
cowardly ami disingenuous Administra- 
tion for the solo purpose of delay. Then 
look at tho subsequent conduct of the 
tricky Premier anent this question. Ho 
is afraid to meet the pooplo of Esquimalt 
in public meeting assembled; ho promis- 
ee to meet them in three weeks; ho funks 
again, but still he repeats the maudlin as- 
surance that the dock will be undertake™ 
as a Federal work, although the Domin- 
ion Government had, months before, giv- 
en the emphatic answer that Parliament 
could not be asked to make tho terms 
better! One really feels at a loss which 
to condemn most, the culpability or the 
audicatyjof the net in thus seekingto hum- 
bug the people and trifle with a work of 
so much importance. On both grounds 
it ia presumed the people thus insulted 
and injured will have a sufficient sense of 
what is due to themselves to properly re- 
sent such treatment and teach tho chief 
trickster a lesson which he may not read- 
ily forgot. "We have said that early in 
tho present year it was ascertained that 
tho Dominion Government would be pro- 
pared to capitalize the guaranteed inter- 
est and pay over its cash value to the 
Province to aid in tho construction of 
such a clock at it might be (learned advisa- 
ble to undertake Tho cash value of the 
guarantee may be computed at a littlo 
over three hundred thousand dollars, 
(8306,950 wo make it) ; and it appears to 
us that it would bo the true policy of the 
Province to at once avail itself of that by 
no means inconsiderable sum and have 
the work started without any further de- 
lay. It would bo for the Legislature to 
consider what class of dock shall he built 
and bow, if at all, the abovenamed sum 
shall bo suplomentod; but really there 
can be no difference of opinion as to the 
unwisdom of delay, where the work is so 
greatly needed in tho maritime interests 
of tho Provinco and where so large asuin 
of money is lying idle in tho Federal ex- 
chequer, awaiting our acceptance, ft is 
more than probable that we shall have 
some more bogus telegrams, and that the 
Premier will como rushing before tho 
IIouso with another bogus dock scheme; 
but surely the representatives of I ho peo- 
ple themselves will know how to treat 
another attempt of the kind. If not, why 
then, they richly deserve to suffer the 
consequences. People like legerdemain 
well enough when they can go to the Al- 
hambra and get their half dollar's worth 
and be done with it; but.ina matter of such 
importance as the one under considera- 
tion it is out of place and the people wil 1 
have no more of it.

Editor Colonist: — I was somewhat 
surprised a fow days ago, upon taking 
up the "Standard" to see that for ouco 
it had quit "our local contemporary" 
and opened tho vials of its wrath upon 
thodevoted heads of Spiritualists. For 
some timo I could not imagine a causo 
for such a sudden ami erratic course un- 
til looking down another page of tho pa- 
per I cauio across a little "item" when 
Io! tho murder was out, it was an- 
nounced that a "woman lecturer was 
coming, a wonderful trance spoakor." 
Hero was causo for alarm, and hence 
tho cry of "wolf." There evidently 
was no time to lose, tho Jlock must ) bo 
forearmed, and gathered into the fold, 
or perad venture, this "Wonderful 
Trance Speaker" might lead Rome of 
them .astray. But how should they be 
prevented from inquiring into this fas- 
cinating delusion? How, kept from 
trying to satisfy their aspirations for 
immortality by seeking for evidence of 
a future existence beyond tho tomb? 
There was ono way, their natural 
horror of insanity must be 
aroused. Insanity must be held in 
| terroretn over their heads as tho poual- 
[ ty for going to hear this trance speak- 
er. Did it not occur to the editor of 
the ''Standard" that this lino of argu- 
ment was not at all original, that in 
fact it had become threadbare from use 
on so many occasions!? Ir. is not a cen- 
tury since it was used to deter people 
from listening to John Wesley. It was 
considered certain that people who bo- 
came Methodists, or "Ranters" as they 
were called, were mad, and tho num- 
ber of cases of catalepsy that occurred 
during periods of religious excitement, 
often ending in insanity, gave color to 
the charge. The same was said of the 
Shakers, tho Irvingites, the Adventists 
and many other sects that might bo 
mentioned. And even the Saviour 
himself was not exempt from tho charge 
in his day, as it was said, he hath a de- 
vil, meaning that he was insane. So 
that it is evident that any departure 
from "Orthodoxy," is insanity in tho 
minds of many, and as it has been tru- 
ly said, "Orthodoxy" means "mydoxy" 
whatever it maybe. But, Sir, as one 
fact is considered worth more than any 
amount of assertion, in theso days of 
rigid investigation, let us to the facts 
and testimony. Only a few weeks ago 
the publishers of the "Banner of 
Light" put themselves to the trouble 
to have the records of the insane asy- 
lums of Now York and Massachusetts 
examined, for tho purposeof ascertain- 
ing the relative proportion of the num- 
ber of persons who bad become insane 
through Spiritualism within a given 
time. The result sho wed that for the 
five preceding years, in New York, 
spiritualism was credited with a frac- 
tion over \) per cent, of the whole num- 
ber, and ''revivals," and religious ex- 
citements in the churches over 11 per 
cent; while in Massachusetts Spiritual- 
ism was responsible for a littlo less 
than 3 per cent, and "revivals" so fur 
over nine. It was evident, therefore, 
that the churches contributed more 
than three patients to thoso asylums 
; for every one sent there by Spiritual- 
i ism. This examination was made for 
the purpose of refuting tho unwarrant- 
ed statements and deductions of the 
writer in the Xcw York "Medical Re- 
view" referred to in tho" Standard. " So 
much for tho facts. 

Bat tho argument of tho writer re- 
ferred to in the "Standard," proves too 
much, as is generally tho case with 
people whoso object is to sustain an 
opinion rather than elicit truth. He 
says, "leading medical men havo come 
to regard Spiritualism as a disease," 
(mental as a matter of course) and 
therefore, in his estimation all Spirit- 
ualists are insane. While a little fur- 
ther on he says, "And of the whole 
number of insane in the United States, 
it is believed that seven thousand five 
hundred cases may be traced directly 
to Spiritualism." "Here is a grain of 
wheat toa bushel of chaff." How is it 
that it is believed there are seven thou- 
sand five hundred cases which may bo 
traced to Spiritualism, "if leading 
medical men" consider the whole 
"three millions" in the United States 
menially diseasod, or in other words, 
insane. 

Again, the "Standard" quotes, with 
much apparent relish, this paragraph: 
"Of all mental ailments, none seem to 
yield to treatment so reluctantly as 
Spiritualism." This is decidedly fun- 
ny, worthy of a Saugrado; why should 
not a man abandon his convictions as 
t nc effect of agood cathartic, or throw 
lt tho evidence of his senses under tho 
operation of an emetic? ''Leading 
medical men" are evidently in the 
dark; they believe they can diagnosis 
the disease, but they dp not under- 
stand how to treat it. A few centu- 
ries ago the mode of treatment was 
bettor understood. The piously or- 
thodox applied tho fagot and the 
stako when people became unduly in- 
quisitive in matters of _f>cionco or re- 
ligion, and the euro was instantaneous 
and effectual. 

But admitting all spiritualists in- 
sano, does that prove spiritualism un- 
true, or that the phenomena of spirit- 
ualism do not occur? Shall men 
cease to investigate science, bocauso 
some in the too ardent pursuit of her 
trcasuros lose thoir wits ? or shall wo 
consider Christianity only a "cunning 
ly.welldovised fable, "because religious 
c'oonteutmcnt has rondercd some of its 
votaries insane ? 

Should we not rathor seek Truth, 
and loavo Providonoo to take care of 
consequences ? Tho World, an yet, has 
only reached tho outer portals of the 
Holy Temple, only had gliijip»e» of 



the beauties within,— -shall wo fear to 
enter lest hor disclosures ovorwholm 
us? 

■'On* vision of her snowy feet 
In Worth . tho Inlior of a life." 

"When wo consider that the "ortho- 
dox" teachings of tho day furnish 
nothing to satisfy tho aspirations or cra- 
vings for immortality — nothing of the 
future that is tangible — -if I may use 
the phrase; but the cold a silent tomb 
—and the other side of that, a lake of 
brimstone and lire . is it any wonder that 
some poor bereaved soul anxious for 
tho fate of the loved ones gone before 
and longing for their presence, upon 
realising tho fact they still live, only 
separated by a veil from tho world we 
livo in many of them as ministering 
spirits and guardian angels, and often 
with us and watching over us — and 
can communicate with us, that in 
the exuberance of their joy, their 
minds should givo way, anil "reason 
totter from her throne." Indeed, in 
all soberness, tho only wonder is tho 
cases nro so few. But if such bo tho 
fate of sonio weak minds it must bo a 
great comfort to tho friends of tho 
'Standard's' editor that ho is so dt- 
termined to investigate tho matter. 

But the 'Standard' soems to derive 
soino satisfaction from llio fact, as it 
believes, that this dreadful disease 
is only "spreading with fearful rapid- 
ity among the rule and illiterate?" 
Surely a person so much "given to 
reading and study" and especially the 
Bible, as the editor is, should know 
that things spirituiul are often hidden 
from the "wise and mighty and reveal- 
ed to babes and suckling3," and that 
the same charge was made against tho 
followers and associates of Christ 
while on earth. He was blamed for 
associating witli "publicans and sin- 
ners," ami some of His dcciples wero 
were "rude and illiterrate" fishermen; 
and it was not until centuries after 
His death, and until Christianity had 
become popular ami fashionable, that 
it was embraced by the learned and 
cultivated 

But it is singular that the editor has 
forgotten the history of his own sect. 
The followers of John Wesley, called 
"Banters," wero long considered 
"rude and illiterate," and it was not 
until Wesleyanism had become somo. 
what popular that tho word "Method- 
ist" ceased to bo used as a term of 
derision. This,howe ver, proves that 
the learned are so wedded to what they 
think they do kn'ow, that in their pride 
of opinion they are averse to investi- 
gating what they do not know, until 
it is forced upon them by tho onward 
march of events. Whereas tho un- 
cultivated are ever more open to spirit- 
ual aud moral truth. But, sir, is it 
true that Spiritualism is only "spread- 
ing among tho rude and illiterate ?" 
to believe so only proves that the 
person holding such belief is not much 
"given to reading and study." It is 
only within tho past y oar that the sub- 
ject was under investigation lry the 
Dialectical Society of London, com- 
posed of the most distinguished scien- 
tific and literary people of the day, and 
that it published a report, giving the 
results of the investigation which o x- 
cited and still excites much interest 
among all classes and recommends 
f urther investigation of I he phenomena; 
and tho Anthropological Societies of 
London, Liverpool and Edinburgh, are 
now engaged in its investigation. 
Surely these learned societies aro not 
composed of the "rude and illiterate," 
and yet the disease is spreading 
among their members with "fearful 
rapidity." But the diseaso has reach- 
tho Universities, and invaded the 
• 'sanctum sanctorum" of learning. 

In a recent debate before the Union 
Society of Oxford, Mr. Gould, of 
Trinity, moved that "Spiritualism is 
deserving of scientific investigation," 
which, alter a long debate, was car- 
ried by a largo majority. In conclud- 
ing the debate Mr. St. George Stock, 
of Pembroke, used the following beau- 
tiful language : — 

"Gentlemen, we are on tho ovo of a 
grand discovery. A stranger laud, a 
wider world than America, is opening 
before us. Who shall be our pio- 
neers ? Not those, 1 venture to say, 
who stolidly assert the untried to bo 
impossible; but thoso who will turn 
from wallowing in the slough of pre- 
judice to bathe in the pure waves of 
the sunlight of truth." 

I now, sir, close, aud only hope that 
the editor of the Staildard may "possess 
his soul with patience and calmness," for 
the day has gone by when poople can bp 
kept from investigating any and all sub- 
jects which interest them, and ho may 
rest assured that "Magna est Veritas et 
prevaleblt." which being literally interpret- 
ed, means that "it is vain to kick 
against tho pricks."

Whig of a recent morning tells the follow- 
ing story: " A great number of persons 
who are known at 'tramu,' aro at presents 
wandering about tho city.

Receiving a negative reply the miserable 
man related his woes as follows: 'Stranger, 
L do not want to go to the pourhouso.but 1 
am afraid there is no help for it. I have 
travelled every stop of tho way from 
fjtica, and asked for work at every town, 
and of every person, and begged my lodg- 
ing and my food. I kept up my courage, 
for I had heard that Troy was a largo 
manufacturing place, and I was sure, sir, 
that I could got something to do, so that 
[ could earn an honest living. My 
mother lives near Buffalo (hero the man 
began to wuop), and sho ia oxpooting mo- 
ney from mo to pay tho few dollars that 
sho owes for rent, and to buy coal and 
food for the winter. My God, sir, I wish 
I was dead.' Hundreds of men who have 
boon throwu out of .employment by tho 
recent money panic will, we fear, bo ob- 
liged, liko this man, to seek tho shelter of 
tb« county poor-lwiue."

— The Captain- 
General Juvcllur this evening issued an 
address to the inhabitants of Cuba 
saying, "the moment a treaty is issued 
between tho Governments of Spain 
and the United States, my duty, how- 
over i>ainful it may bo, is to comply faith- 
fully with its terms. For this I have re- 
ceived final orders and failure to comply 
with somo, would produce war, and war 
with a great power without the aid of 
Spain. Meanwhile, in obedience to tho 
law of necessity ami members of the 
government of the Spanish Republic, 
let us deliver up tho Virginius ami the 
survivors ef her passengers and crew. 1 
have faith in tho nobleness of your pro- 
oeedings in compliance with my word. 

Havana, Dec. 12. — The steamship Vir- 
ginius was towed out of tho harbour off 
Havana at half past 4 o'clock this morn- 
ing by tho tug boat. Sho was escorted by 
the Spanish man-of-war Arabella La Cot- 
lica. The tucr returned to tho city at 7 
o'clock. The destinatiuatiou of the Vir- 
ginius is supposed to h i Key West.

Josepli Arch. 

Tho following history is given of how 
Joseph Arch, the agricultural labor re- 
former lirr-t attracted notice in England: 
A couple of laborers knocked at Arch's 
cottage in Burford one evening. Mrs. 
Arch answered tho summons, and saw two 
sturdy broad-winners from a neighboring 
village. "Wo want thy man, Joe; is 'o 
at whoam V" "What's wan tin' lads?" 
Why, wo want to talk to'im about formin' 
n union. Other tredes 'avo a union an' 
wo doant see why we shouldn't 'avo one; 
it's time wo did sumiuut." "i'ou form a 
union V Why, you ain't got spirit enough 
my lads for no such thing." "Yes, we 
'avo if. Joe will only load us.'' And it 
came to pass that Joe consented to lead 
them, and before tho men had left his 
cottago that night ho had pledged them 
to address a gathering of laborers at 
Wollsborne in the week following. The 
intelligence that Arch would have some- 
thing to say to the poor folk spread rapid- 
ly. It was the talk of the cottages for 
miles around. "Whoy, lad, thee 'as 
'card as Joe Arch is goin' to preach to 
us V" "Noa! be he '! .Dang it, Joe knows 
a good bit, an' 'e's not stuck up w' 'is 
learnin'. Awl go wi'thee an' 'ear 'im." 
Arch oxpootod to talk to a small gathering 
ina littlo room in tho village inn. To his 
astonishment he founds, upon reaching 
Wellsborne, an outdoor gathering of 
lotIO laborers, with a bpriokling of far- 
mers and esquires. A pig killing board 
was bionnlit out, and Joe tl en mounted 
it and began his speech. An onomy was 
sent to tho gas works and tiio lamps on 
tho streets were extinguished. Tho labor- 
ers p**oonred bandies and the mooting was 
continued. Tho address made by Arch on 
that occasion was magical in its offoob. 
Tho union which he advoeata.l now num- 
bt»s 100,000 m»n. 



Hot Water Canai.. — The following is 
clipped from the editorial of the Bos- 
ton Post. After tho experiment has 
boon tried on tho Erie Canal the Do- 
minion of Canada may avail itself of 
tho advantages of (he philosophical 
scheme, not only with respect to our 
Canals, but also to the River St. Law- 
rence:— 

"In sympathy with tho progressive 
schemes for postal telegraphs aud pos- 
tal banks, a city of National parks and 
places and the arterial intersec- 
tion of a raonetrous system of bigditch- 
es throughout tho United States, is 
ono to warm the waters of tho canals 
present and prospective, upon which 
the prosperity of tho nation is to lazily 
float, provided the present Adminis- 
tration policy is allowed complete de- 
velopment. A plan for heating tho 
Erie Canal has been proposod to the 
Senate Committee on Transportation, 
recently in session in New York, and 
of course its success iu that ancient 
thoroughface would insure its exten- 
sion to every similar enterprise through 
out the country. The invention is 
beautiful in its simplicity, and contem- 
plates two boilers and 4,000 feet of 
pipe to tho mile — estimated to cost 
only two million dollars to begin with, 
ami six or seven hundred thousand 
dollars a year to keep it up. The 
Tribune elaborates the advantages that 
would accrue from carrying out these 
suggestions. Not only would an equa- 
torial climate prevail along the tow- 
path, when overcoats and blankets 
were at a premium at tho termini, but 
the mule-driver might occasionally 
avail himself of the always tepid ele- 
ment, reinforced with soap, to cleanse 
Ins grimy person, the laundress of the 
National gondola be made happy with 
perpetual suds, and tho cook of the in- 
stitution till up tho dependent mouths 
with ham and potatoes, eggs and on- 
ions that had trailed in the steaming 
channel. Should the Government 
grant a patent upon this invention it 
cannot be considered a hardship by 
any special class, as is the caso wit h 
the patent locks, cigar-boxos, etc., for 
all will admit that no better plan of 
heating oanals has over been brought 
h rward. If canals uro to be the National 
let us have them ser ved hot by all 
means."
